each passed a resolution affirming the ex- 


pediency of uniting such municipalities, 
the Lieutenant-Governor in Council may 
accept the surrender of the Letters Patent 
of such municipalities and issue others 
in compliance with the resolutions: 

And whereas the Council of The Cor- 
poration of the District of Mission has 
passed a resolution affirming the expedi- 
ency of uniting with The Corporation 
of the Town of Mission City and has 
surrendered its Letters Patent, such sur- 
render to be effective the Ist day of 
November, 1969: 

And whereas the Council of The Cor- 
poration of the Town of Mission City 
has passed a resolution affirming the ex- 
pediency of uniting with The Corporation 
of the District of Mission and has sur- 
rendered its Letters Patent, such sur- 
render to be effective the Ist day of Noy- 
ember, 1969: 

And whereas the conditions and re- 
quirements of section 26 of the Municipal 
Act have been duly complied with: 

And whereas, by Order of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council bearing date 
the twenty-second day of October, 1969, 
it was ordered that the Letters Patent of 
The Corporation of the District of Mis- 
sion and the Letters Patent of The Cor- 
poration of the Town of Mission City be 
revoked on and from the Ist day of 
November, 1969: 


Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that the 
municipality of The Corporation of the 
District of Mission (hereinafter called 
the “ district”) shall, on, from, and after 
the Ist day of November, 1969, be united 
with the municipality of The Corporation 
of the Town of Mission City (herein- 
after called the “town”), and the in- 
habitants of the area hereinafter de- 
scribed shall be incorporated as a district 
municipality (hereinafter referred to as 
the “ municipality”) under the said Mu- 
nicipal Act, and under and subject to the 
provisions hereinafter contained or re- 
ferred to:— 


1. The municipality shall be called and 
known by the name of the “ District of 
Mission.” 

2. The municipality shall comprise of 
that tract of land, foreshore, and land 
covered by water hereinafter described: 
Commencing at the north-east corner of 
Section 35, Township 17, east of the 
Coast meridian, New Westminster Dis- 
trict, being a point on the edge of the 
bed of Hatzic Lake, on the westerly shore 
thereof; thence westerly along the north- 
erly boundary of said Section 35, Town- 
ship 17, to the south-east corner of Sec- 
tion 3, Township 18, east of the Coast 
meridian; thence northerly along the 
easterly boundaries of Sections 3, 10, 15, 
22, 27, and 34 of said Township 18 to 


the north-east corner of said Section 34; 
thence westerly along the northerly 
boundary of said Section 34, Township 
18, to the south-east corner of Fractional 
Section 36, Township 3, Range 3, west 
of the 7th meridian; thence northerly 
along the easterly boundaries of Frac- 
tional Section 36, Township 3, Range 3, 
and Fractional Section 1, Township 4, 
Range 3, west of the 7th meridian, to the 
north-east corner of said Fractional Sec- 
tion 1, being a point on the edge of the 
bed of Stave Lake, on the southerly shore 
thereof; thence due north a distance of 
60 chains; thence north twenty-eight 
degrees west a distance of 160 chains; 
thence due north to a point on the east- 
erly prolongation of the northerly bound- 
ary of aforesaid Township 4, Range 3, 
west of the 7th meridian; thence westerly 
to and along the said northerly boundary 
of Township 4, Range 3, a distance of 5 
miles, more or less, to the north-west 
corner thereof; thence southerly along 
the westerly boundary of said Township 
4, Range 3, a distance of 6 miles, more 
or less, to the south-east corner of Sec- 
tion 1, Township 4, Range 4, west of the 
7th meridian; thence westerly along the 
southerly boundary of said Section 
1, Township 4, Range 4, to the northerly 
prolongation of the westerly boundary 
of Section 34, Township 15, east of the 
Coast meridian; thence southerly to and 
along the westerly boundaries of Sections 
34, 27, 22, 15, and 10 and the easterly 
boundary of Section 4 of said Township 
15 and the prolongation southerly thereof 
to the edge of the bed of Stave River, on 
the right bank thereof; thence in a gen- 
eral south-westerly direction along the 
sinuosities of said edge of the bed of 
Stave River, on the right bank thereof, 
to the intersection with the edge of the 
bed of Fraser River, on the right bank 
thereof; thence due south to the middle 
line of the main stream of said Fraser 
River, lying to the north of Crescent 
Island; thence in a general south-easterly 
direction and north-easterly direction 
along the said middle line of the main 
stream of Fraser River lying to the north 
of Crescent Island and to the south of 
Matsqui Island to the middle line—of 
Hatzic Slough; thence in-a-geferal east- 
erly and northerly direction along the 
middle line. of Hatzic Slough and the 
middle line of that part of Hatzic Lake 
which. lies to the west of Hatzic Island 
to a point due east of the aforesaid north- 
east corner of, Section 35;;Township 17, 
east of the Coast meridian; thence west 
to the said north-east corner “of Section 
35, ‘Township, 17, being the point of 
commencement, containing by admea- 
surement 52,450 acres of land, «more Or 
less, and 10,150.acres of land covered by 
water, more or less. 
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3. The provisions of the Municipal Act 
shall, except where varied by Statute or 
the terms of these Letters Patent, apply 
to the municipality. 

4. The Interim Council of the munici- 
pality shall consist of all the members of 
the Councils of the district and the town 
that are not disqualified to hold office 
under the provisions of the Municipal 
Act. The term of office of the members 
of the Interim Council runs until noon of 
the first Monday after the Ist day of 
January, 1970. The Mayor of the town 
shall be the Mayor of the municipality 
until his successor takes office, following 
the election referred to in paragraph 8 
hereof. The Mayor of the district shall 
be the Deputy Mayor until noon of the 
eeusey after the 1st day of January, 


5. The first meeting of the Interim 
Council shall be held at Mission, British 
Columbia, the 1st day of November, 
1969, at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. A 
quorum of the Interim Council is six 
members. 

6. After noon on the first Monday 
after the Ist day of January, 1970, the 
Council of the municipality shall consist 
of a Mayor and six Aldermen; a quorum 
shall be four members. 

7. The first meeting of the first elected 
Council shall be held on the first Monday 
after the Ist day of January, 1970. 

8. The election of members of the first 
elected Council of the municipality shall 
be conducted in the year 1969 at the 
time of the annual elections and in the 
manner prescribed for annual elections 
by the Municipal Act and, except as 
otherwise provided herein, the provisions 
of the Municipal Act apply. 

9. For the election of the members of 
the first elected Council, provision shall 
be made for 

(a) the election of a Mayor by the 
electors of the municipality at 
large, to hold office on and from 
the date of the first meeting of 
the first elected Council until noon 
of the first Monday after the Ist 
day of January, 1972, or until his 
successor is sworn in; 
the election of three Aldermen by 
the electors of the municipality 
at large, who shall be the can- 
dates polling the highest number 
of votes to hold office on and 
from the date of the first meeting 
of the first elected Council until 
noon of the first Monday after 
the Ist day of January, 1972, or 
until a sufficient number of Alder- 
men have been sworn in to make 
up a quorum; 
the election of three Aldermen by 
the electors of the municipality 
at large, who shall be the can- 
didates polling the three next 
highest number of votes, each to 
hold office on and from the date 
of the first meeting of the first 
elected Council until noon of the 
first Monday after the Ist day of 
January, 1971, or until a sufficient 
number of Aldermen have been 
sworn in to make up a quorum, 
In the event no poll is required to elect 
the Aldermen referred to above, the Re- 
turning Officer shall determine which can- 
candidates shall hold office for the term 
specified in subparagraph (b) and which 
candidates shall hold office for the term 
specified in subparagraph (c¢) of this 
paragraph. ang 

10. The Clerk of the municipality shall 
prepare a voters list by combining the 
voters lists prepared for the district and

town. Notwithstanding any provision of 
section 36 of the Municipal Act, the 
Interim Council shall at its first meeting 
appoint two of its members who, with the 
Mayor, shall form a Court of Revision, 
which Court of Revision shall sit with 
respect to the consolidated voters list on 
the 3rd day of November, 1969, and shall 
continue to sit, if required, from day to 
day and from time to time. 

11. The persons qualified to vote at 
the first election are those persons whose 
names appear on the list of electors 
referred to in paragraph 10 hereof. 

12. Any elector, other than a corpo- 
ration whose name appears on the voters 
list referred to in paragraph 10 hereof 
and on the 1968 list of electors of the 
former district or town, is qualified to be 
nominated and elected and to hold office 
pursuant to the first election. 

13. The Clerk of the municipality shall 
be Returning Officer at the first election, 
provided, however, that the Interim 
Council may appoint some other person 
in his stead. 

14. The Interim Council shall appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are 
required to preside at the respective poll- 
ing places or delegate to the Returning 
Officer the power to appoint such Deputy 
Returning Officers and otherwise arrange 
for the holding of the first election. 

15. Nominations for the first election 
shall be held in the Municipal Hall, 
Mission, British Columbia, on the day 
fixed by the Municipal Act for nomina- 
tion of candidates for the annual election 
in 1969, from 10 o’clock in the forenoon 
to 12 o’clock noon. 

16. At the first election, the polling, 
if any, shall be held at a place or places 
to be determined by the Interim Council, 
on the day fixed under the Municipal Act 
for polling at the annual election in 
1969, from 8 o’clock in the forenoon to 
8 o'clock in the afternoon, but an advance 
poll may be provided for. 

17. All the property, both real and per- 
sonal, and all rights, powers, and privi- 
leges arising out of any contract, agree- 
ment, covenant, or otherwise whatsoever 
and all taxes, debts, actions, causes of 
action, and all claims and demands what- 
soever, either at law or in equity apper- 
taining to The Corporation of the District 
of Mission and to The Corporation of 
the Town of Mission City on and from 
the Ist day of November, 1969, vest in 
and belong to the municipality. 

18. Nothing in these Letters Patent 
shall impair or affect the rights of any 
creditor of The Corporation of the Dis- 
trict of Mission or The Corporation of 
the Town of Mission City, as incorpo- 
rated under former Letters Patent, and 
the municipality shall be liable for and 
subject to and shall pay, discharge, carry 
out, and perform all the debts, liabilities, 
obligations, contracts, and duties of The 
Corporation of the District of Mission 
and The Corporation of the Town of 
Mission City which are existing immedi- 
ately before the Ist day of November, 
1969. 

19. Subject to paragraphs 17 and 18 
of these Letters Patent, all by-laws, regu- 
lations, rights, resolutions, and licences 
of whatsoever kind and _ description, 
passed, made, granted, or issued by the 
Councils of the district or the town shall 
remain in full force and effect in and for 
respectively the former The Corporation 
of the District of Mission and The Cor- 
poration of the Town of Mission City 
until such time as they or any of them 
may be revoked or amended by the 
Council of the municipality, but in any 


event the Council shall at or before the 
first meeting of the first elected Council 
determine by resolution which such by- 
laws, regulations, rights, resolutions, and 
licences shall remain in full force and 
effect in and for the municipality. 

20. In the event the Council, upon 
exercising the provisions of paragraph 
19, inadvertently neglects to preserve or 
dispose of any by-law, regulation, right, 
resolution, or licence, the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs may make such dis- 
position as he deems appropriate. 


21. The real-property assessment roll 
of the municipality for the year 1969 
shall be the real-property assessment roll 
for that year of the district and the town 
as prepared and authenticated in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Part IX of 
the Municipal Act, and the provisions of 
Division (1) of said Part IX apply as if 
the district and town had been united on 
the 30th day of September, 1969. 


22. Until the 1st day of January, 1971, 
the provision and maintenance of a police 
force for the municipality shall continue 
as if the district and the town were not 
united. 

23. All motor-vehicles and trailers reg- 
istered under the Motor-vehicle Act or 
the Department of Commercial Transport 
Act in the name of the district and the 
town are deemed to be transferred to the 
ownership of the municipality, and the 
records of the Motor-vehicle Branch shall 
be amended accordingly. 


24. The Boards of Variance of the 
district and town are dissolved and the 
Interim Council shall forthwith establish 
a Board of Variance for the municipality, 
pursuant to section 708 of the Municipal 
Act.

And whereas, by section 20 of the 
Municipal Act, it is provided, inter alia, 
that the Lieutenant-Govyernor in Council 
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may revoke the Letters Patent incorpo- 
rating a municipality and issue other 
Letters Patent in their place, reincorpo- 
rating the municipality as another class 
of municipality: 

And whereas subsection (9) of the said 
section 20 provides that for the purpose 
of that section an improvement district 
is deemed to be a municipality of which 
the trustees are the Council: 

And whereas the conditions and re- 
quirements of section 20 of the Municipal 
Act have been duly complied with: 

And whereas the owners of land within 
the said improvement district have voted 
in favour of reincorporating the said 
improvement district as a village munici- 
pality: 

And whereas, by Order of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council, the Letters 
Patent of the said Valleyview Irrigation 
District have been revoked: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that the 
Valleyview Irrigation District, including 
other adjacent lands and land covered 
by water, the whole as hereinafter de- 
scribed, shall, on, from, and after the 
date of these Letters Patent, be rein- 
corporated as and be a village munici- 
pality under the name of “ Village of 
Valleyview ” (hereinafter called the “ mu- 
nicipality”), under and subject to the 
provisions of the Municipal Act and all 
other statutes applicable to a_ village 
municipality, and under and subject to 
the provisions hereinafter contained and 
referred to:— 

1. The municipality shall be called and 
known by the name and style of the 
“Village of Valleyview.” 

2. The municipality shall comprise all 
that tract of land hereinafter described: 
Commencing at the north-west corner of 
District Lot 235, Kamloops Division of 
Yale Land District, being a point on the 
high-water mark of South Thompson 
River, on the left bank thereof; thence 
southerly along the westerly boundary 
of said Lot 235 to the northerly limit 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway right-of- 
way as shown on Registered Plan A514 
on file in the Land Registry Office, Kam- 
loops; thence easterly along the north- 
erly limit of said right-of-way to a point 
thereon which lies due south of the 
south-east corner of Lot 4, Registered 
Plan 3434; thence south-easterly in a 
straight line to the north-east corner of 
Lot 1 of Lot 235, Registered Plan 1753; 
thence south-westerly in a straight line 
to the north-west corner of that part of 
Lot 235 shown on Registered Plan 
B4185; thence in a general south-easterly 
direction along the south-westerly bound- 
ary of the said part of Lot 235 shown on 
Registered Plan B4185, and continuing 
south-westerly along the south-westerly 
boundary of Lot A of Lot 235, Registered 
Plan 10107, to the south-west corner of 
said Lot A, being a point on the south- 
erly boundary of said Lot 235; thence 
easterly and northerly along the south- 
erly and easterly boundaries of said Lot 
235 to the point of intersection with the 
southerly limit of Valleyview Drive; 
thence north-easterly along the said 
southerly limit of Valleyview Drive to 
the southerly boundary of Lot 235; 
thence easterly, northerly, and easterly 
along the southerly, easterly, and south- 
erly boundaries of said Lot 235 to the 
most easterly south-east corner thereof; 
thence easterly, southerly, easterly, south- 
erly, and easterly along the southerly, 
westerly, southerly, westerly, and south- 
erly boundaries of Lot 236 to the most 
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westerly north-west corner of Lot B of 
Section 1, Township 20, Range 17, west 
of the 6th meridian, Registered Plan 
9490; thence southerly and easterly along 
the westerly and southerly boundaries of 
said Lot B, Plan 9490, to the south-east 
corner thereof; thence south-easterly 
along the south-westerly boundaries of 
Lots 18, 19, 20, 21, and 22, Plan 8262, 
and Lot A of Section 1, Township 20, 
Range 17, Registered Plan 9490, to the 
most southerly corner of said Lot A; 
thence northerly along the easterly 
boundary of said Lot A, Plan 9490, to 
the south-west corner of Lot A of Section 
1, Township 20, Range 17, Registered 
Plan 10888; thence south-easterly and 
north-easterly along the south-westerly 
and south-easterly boundaries of said Lot 
A, Plan 10888, to the north-east corner 
thereof; thence in a general north-east- 
erly direction along the southerly limit 
of Valleyview Drive as shown on Reg- 
istered Plan 9593 to the south-west corner 
of Lot 11 of Section 1, Township 20, 
Range 17, Plan 9593; thence south- 
easterly along the south-westerly bound- 
aries of Lots 11 and 10 of said Plan 
9593 to the most southerly corner of said 
Lot 10; thence north-easterly along the 
south-easterly boundaries of Lots A and 
B of Section 1, Township 20, Range 17, 
Registered Plan 9784, to the most east- 
erly corner of said Lot B; thence north- 
easterly in a straight line and in a 
direction perpendicular to the north- 
easterly boundary of said Lot B, Plan 
9784, to the south-westerly boundary of 
Lot A of Section 1, Township 20, Range 
17, Registered Plan 10097; thence south- 
easterly along the said south-westerly 
boundary of Lot A, Plan 10097, to the 
most easterly corner thereof, being a 
point on the high-water mark of South 
Thompson River, on the left bank 
thereof; thence north-easterly in a 
straight line and in a direction perpen- 
dicular to the general direction of the 
high-water mark at this point to the 
middle line of South Thompson River: 
thence in a general westerly direction 
along the said middle line of South 
Thompson River to the northerly pro- 
longation of the westerly boundary of 
aforesaid Lot 235; thence southerly in a 
straight line to the aforesaid north-west 
corner of Lot 235, being the point of 
commencement, and containing by ad- 
measurement 735.51 acres of land and 
135.89 acres of foreshore and land cov- 
ered by water, more or less. 


3. The provisions of the Municipal Act 
shall, except where varied by the statutes 
or the terms of these Letters Patent, 
apply to the municipality. 

4. Until the first elected Council takes 
office the present Trustees of the Former 
Valleyview Irrigation District are deemed 
to be the Interim Council of the munici- 
pality, and the Chairman shall be the 
Mayor. 

5. The term of office of each member 
of the Interim Council shall extend from 
the date of these Letters Patent until the 
first elected Council takes office follow- 
ing the first election, but if in the mean- 
time any vacancy on the Interim Council 
occurs, the Lieutenant- Governor in 
Council may appoint some other person 
to hold office for the unexpired portion 
of such term of office. 

6. A quorum of the Interim Council 
is three. 

7. Subject to these Letters Patent, the 
Interim Council shall have all the powers 
and duties of Council under the Munici- 
pal Act and other applicable Acts. 


8. Nominations for the first elected 
Council shall be held in the offices of the 
municipality on the 24th day of Novem- 
ber, 1969, from 10 o’clock in the fore- 
noon to 12 o’clock noon, 

9. Polling, if any, at the first election 
shall be held on the 6th day of Decem- 
ber, 1969, from 8 o’clock in the forenoon 
to 8 o’clock in the afternoon at such 
place or places determined by the Interim 
Council. 

10. The first election shall be con- 
ducted in the manner provided for the 
annual elections by the Municipal Act, 
except as otherwise provided herein. 

11. For the election of the members 
of the first elected Council provision 
shall be made for 

(a) the election of a Mayor to hold 
office on and from the day of the 
first meeting of the first elected 
Council until noon on the first 
Monday after the first day of 
January, 1972, or until his suc- 
cessor is sworn in; 
the election of two Aldermen, 
each to hold office on and from 
the day of the first meeting of the 
first elected Council until noon 
of the first Monday after the first 
day of January, 1972, or until a 
sufficient number of members of 
Council have been sworn in to 
make up a quorum; 

(c) the election of two Aldermen, each 
to hold office on and from the day 
of the first meeting of the first 
elected Council until noon on the 
first Monday after the first day of 
January, 1971, or until a sufficient 
number of members of Council 
have been sworn in to make up a 
quorum. 

12. The persons qualified to vote at 
the first election and to have their names 
entered on the list of electors of the 
municipality shall be those who are 
Nee under Part II of the Municipal

13. The Interim Council shall cause 
to be prepared, corrected, revised, and 
certified in accordance with the Municipal 
Act, the list of electors to be used at the 
election of the members of the first 
elected Council, providing that, notwith- 
standing the dates specified in section 36 
of the Municipal Act, the Court of Re- 
vision shall sit and complete the said 
uae later than the 14th of November, 


14. Any elector, other than a corpo- 
ration, whose name appears on the list 
of collectors referred to in paragraph 13 
of these Letters Patent, is qualified to 
be nominated, elected, and to hold office 
as a member of the first elected Council. 


15. The Clerk of the municipality 
shall be the Returning Officer at the elec- 
tion of members of the first elected 
Council. 


16. The Interim Council may appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are 
required to preside at the respective poll- 
ing places or delegate to the Returning 
Officer the power to appoint such Deputy 
Returning Officers and otherwise arrange 
for the holding of the first election. 


17. The first meeting of the Interim 
Council shall be held at the call of the 
Mayor, and the Returning Officer shall 
determine the day, time, and place of 
the first meeting of the first elected 
Council. 


18. All the assets, both real and per- 
sonal, and all rights, powers, and privi- 
leges arising out of any contract, agree- 
ment, covenant, or otherwise whatsoever, 


(b) 
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and all taxes, debts, actions, causes of 
action, and all claims and demands what- 
soever, either at law or in equity, apper- 
taining to the Valleyview Irrigation Dis- 
trict shall, from the date of these Letters 
Patent, vest in and belong to the munici- 
pality. 

19. Nothing in these Letters Patent 
shall impair or affect the rights of any 
creditor of the Valleyview Irrigation Dis- 
trict, as incorporated under former 
Letters Patent, and the municipality as 
incorporated under these Letters Patent 
shall be liable for and subject to, and 
shall pay, discharge, carry out, and per- 
form all the debts, liabilities, obligations, 
contracts, and duties of the Valleyview 
Irrigation District which are existing at 
the date of these Letters Patent. 


20. Subject always to paragraph 18 
and 19 of these Letters Patent, all the 
by-laws, regulations, rights, resolutions, 
and licences of whatsoever nature or de- 
scription passed, made, enacted, granted, 
or issued by the Trustees of the Valley- 
view Irrigation District, insofar as they 
are within the powers of the municipality, 
shall remain in full force and effect in 
and for the municipality until such time 
as they or any of them may be repealed 
or amended by the Council of the munici- 
pality. 

21. The borrowing power of the mu- 
nicipality shall be determined by the 
Inspector of Municipalities until such 
time as the provisions of section 249 (2) 
of the Municipal Act apply. 

22. The Council shall have power to 
incur liabilities by borrowing money or 
otherwise, not exceeding in the whole 
the sum of $15,000, to meet the current 
lawful expenditures of the municipality 
for the year 1969, and any liability so 
incurred shall be repaid out of the 
revenue of the year 1969.

PRIVATE BILLS 








Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
stall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 
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Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for

If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the Company are payable at 
the same time.
